Ashelman will join the staff 
of Checchi and Co., a promin- 
ent Washington consulting and 
management firm, as Director of 
Distribution Services, At the 
same time GCS will enter into 
a management contract ~ with 
Checchi for consultive services 
in order to make GCS a more 
effective, consumer-oriented or- 
ganization, 

This arrangement will make 
available to GCs a number of 
specialists and services on a 
full-time, fixed-fee basis which 
would be much less than if as- 
sitance were purchased on a 
“‘project-basis’’from a number 
of individual experts, 

As a member of the Checchi 
staff, Ashelman will be able to 
work directly with other con- 
sumer cooperatives to develop 
programs that will create ef- 
ficiency and economy for all 
participating groups. These pro- 
grams are expected to bring 
direct benefits to GCS. 

The Checchi staff will begin 
prior to February 1 to get ac- 
quainted with GCS through con- 
sultations with all levels of or- 
ganization, 

The departure of Ashelman 
ends .an era for GCS. Under 
his leadership, the consumer 
cooperative expanded from a 
modest beginning of one store in 
Greenbelt with 1400 member- 
stockholders and yearly sales of 
one million dollars to 11 super- 
markets with a current sales vol- 
ume of $22 million and 22,000 
members, 

This growth, however, wasac- 
companied by problems and last 
year, for the first time no patro- 
nage dividend was declared, al- 
though bonus coupons, worth 
about half the customary cash 
dividend, were distributed, 

It is expected that the man- 
agement turnover will result in 
a reexamination of the GCS ec- 
onomic position and perhaps a 


‘“Pause’’ in its growth as it 
attempts to consolidate its 
strength,

EXPENDITURES 

On the expenditure side, the 
major increase is the allowance 
of $13,000 for the initiation of 
a pension plan for GHI employees, 
Upon the recommendation of the 
Personnel Committee, chaired 
by Frank Lastner, the board 
approved in principle the adoption 
of a pension plan, but left the 
details to be worked out later 
by the personnel committee and 
the board, Current thinking is 
for the plan to be compulsory 
for eligible employees with 
contributions divided between 
GHI and employees on a 65-35 
basis, 

Other expenditure items (after 
excluding pension costs) are ex- 
pected to show offsetting 
increases and decreases for 


At the City Council meeting 
of December 4, a representative 
of the Ladies’ Sodality of St. 
Hugh’s Church requested per- 
mission to place a Nativity scene 
orcreche beside the Christmas 
tree at the Southway entrance 
to Greenbelt. The representa- 
tive said that the project had the 
endorsement of the Protestant 
ministers of the city. 


The request drew a statement 
by Leonard Baron in opposition, 
Baron based his stand mainly 
on the constitutional separation 
of church and state, adding that 
personally, he shared the en- 
joyment of Christmas trees which 
he felt to be a different matter. 


Councilmen Philips and 
Champion expressed the opinion 
that the request should be ap- 
proved as representing a ma- 
jority desire, Councilman Gold- 
faden, noted that the area in ques- 
tion was maintained by GHI and 
that the matter did not directly 
concern the city. However, the 
council generally expressed it- 
self in favor of the request, im- 
plying that the city council would 
go along if GHI agreed. 


Since the tree is actually lo- 
cated on Federal Government 
property, GHI has turned the re- 
quest over to the National Capital 
Park Agency, which has juris- 
diction over the property.

Due to steady technical im- 
provements in the heating plant, 
Campbell said, the corporation 
has been able to provide ad- 
ditional service, while stabilizing 
fuel oil costs, Fuel oil costs 
in 1954 were $211,000 and are 
budgeted in 1962 for $200,000, 
despite the rise in fuel oil unit 
cost. The improved service 
includes a heating-off cycle 
running from 1 to 4 a.m, instead 
of from 11 p.m, to 6a,m, Most 


of the increase in heating costs 


during recent years is due to 


payroll expenses, 


The increase in water and 
sewer payments for 1962 is due 


to a 3¢-per-1,000 gallon hike 


in the sewer rate by WSSC, 


Contributing to the increase in 
board and management expenses 


are the publication of a member- 
ship handbook, more. frequent 


issues of the Newsletter, and 


increased committee expenses, 

The rise in administrative and 
sales expenses is more than 
offset by the increase in income 
from non-operating sources 
which is used to pay appropriate 
non-member expenses, 

The decline in the repairs 
and maintenance item is chiefly 
attributable to the accounting 
treatment of the 5-year cycle 
trim painting program which is 
13,300 lower than estimated for 
1961, Part of the overhead 
cost that had been charged in- 
appropriately to the trim paint- 
program in previous years was 
shifted to other items in the 
1962 budget, As a result, this 
cost is budgeted at $31,500 for 
1962, in contrast with $34,800 
for 1961, The self-help paint 
program is also expected to cost 
less in 1962: $4,800 as against 
$6,200 budgeted for 1961. 

As in the 1961 budget, the 
1962 budget allows $10,000 for 
the frame-roof replacement pro- 
gram, to be supplemented by 
$20,000 drawn from the frame- 
home contingency reserves, This 
program was initiated in 1961 
as part of a four-year program 
to replace 240 roof units a year, 
Experience has indicated, said 
Campbell, that for the sum of 
$30,000 a year, the program 
can also include the roofing of 
the boiler rooms and the use 
of seal-down shingles, 

No provision is made in the 
budget for yard spraying of 
hedges and shrubbery, since a 


-canvass showed little member- 


ship interest in handling this 
matter through a joint com- 
mercial contract, 

Taxes for 1962 are estimated 
at a lower amount ($250,000) 
than for 1961 because of an 
anticipated drop in city real 
estate taxes, 


POLICY DECISIONS 

In adopting the 1962 budget, 
the board also approved certain 
management recommendations, 
One was to appropriate $10,000 
from the brick-homecontingency 
reserves to do corrective roof 
work on those units that had 
a long record of seepage due

to accumulated ice on gutters, 
Last winter’s alternate thawing 
and freezing and unusally heavy 
snowfalls aggravated the prob- 
lem. : 

The experimental remedy sug- 
gested by management is to 
remove the lower courses of 
slate and place a width of copper 
flashing on the roofing boards 
sufficient to prevent ice dam 
seepage inside, The estimated 
cost is $100 per unit per side, 

In approving this corrective 
measure, the board stressed that 
the problem was not really a 
maintenance responsibility. 
However, it felt that the 
philosophy of mutual home 
ownership made it desirable, 
where feasible, to provide 
service ‘‘above and beyond the 
call of duty.’’ . 

Another recommendation ap- 
proved was to permit deposits 
in insured District of Columbia 
savings and loans associations,
